As per claims 2-11,1 3-1 7, 1 9 and 21 -30: the claims are directed to satellite 
communication. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a user terminal, 
like laptop, establishing a plurality of multiple dynamic links with a plurality of satellite 
communication devices for transmitting/receiving packet data communications, as 
recited in claims 9, 10, 13 and 19.
